If  the  floor  action  stops  here 
you  will  be  awarded  the  lot  at  your  full  bid  of  $325.  Should  the 
bidding  proceed  past  $325  the  book  (you)  is  out  and  a  floor 
bidder  will  be  awarded  the  lot. 

In  this  manner  you  participate  on  an  equal  basis  with  floor 
bidders,  and  have  an  equal  opportunity  to  obtain  your  lots  well 
below  your  top  bids. 

A  WORD  ABOUT  ESTIMATES 

The  estimates  in  this  catalog  are  guides  to  the  bidders.  We 
have  tried  to  make  them  as  accurate  as  possible.  They  are  not 
intentionally  low  to  allow  us  to  claim  bragging  privileges  as  to 
how  much  over  the  estimate  we  obtained,  nor  are  they  high  in 
an  attempt  to  lure  the  unwary  into  bidding  more  than  market. 
While  it  is  a  certainty  that  some  items  will  bring  somewhat 
under  estimate,  it  is  equally  certain  that  some  items  w  ill  sell  for 
over  estimate.  We  w'ould  expect  that  the  total  estimates  in  this 
catalog  will  be  within  10%,  one  way  or  the  other,  ot  the  total 
prices  realized.

I  Continental  May  10,  1775  $5  Choice  Extra  Fine.  This 
very  pretty  note  has  strong  signatures  and  better-than  aver¬ 
age  centering.  Good-looking  Continentals  have  been  in 
rather  short  supply  on  the  market  over  the  past  few  years.

2  Continental  May  9,  1776  $6  Choice  New.  This  is  an 
extremely  attractive  Continental  with  exceptional  margins, 
bold  signatures  and  sharp  printing  quality  of  all  the  text. 

( 175-up) 


4  Continental  July  22,  1776  $2  Choice  New.  Two  of  the  mar¬ 
gins  are  close  and  one  of  the  signatures  is  lightly  smeared, 
but  the  note  is  Superb  in  every  other  respect.  (175-up) 

5  Continental  July  22,  1776  $6  New.  Essentially  a  Choice 
example,  but  the  margins  are  rather  tight  both  face  and  back, 
touching  the  design  in  places.  ( 125-up) 

6  Continental  July  22,  1776  $8  New.  Choice  in  every  respect 
and  with  extraordinarily  sharp  printing,  but  the  upper  right 
corner  tip  is  clipped.  ( 125-up) 

7  Continental  July  22,  1776  $30  Very  Choice  New.  This  is  a 
near-Gem  example  of  an  issue  less  frequently  seen  in  top 
grade.  (200-up) 

8  Continental  February  26,  1777  $5.  This  note  is  signed  by 
Benjamin  Levy,  one  of  the  two  Jewish  signers  of  Continental 
notes.  It's  a  bit  of  a  challenge  to  grade;  the  technical  grade  is 
New  as  the  note  is  free  of  folds  or  circulation  defects,  but  the 
surfaces  of  both  sides  are  slightly  soiled,  apparently  from 
storage.  The  most  appropriate  net  grade  is  About  New.  (350- 
up) 
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Continental  May  9, 
1776  Strip  of  Three. 

The  strip  is  composed  of 
a  $6.  $7  and  $8  note. 
Each  shows  some  aging 
but  each  is  crisp  and 
fully  New'.  (450-up) 


9  Continental  April  II,  1778  $7.  This  $7  Yorktown  note  is  the 
scarcest  denomination  of  the  rarest  Continental  issue.  It’s  a 
bit  of  a  challenge  to  grade,  as  the  appearance  of  the  face  is 
that  of  a  solid,  problem-free  Fine,  yet  the  back  is  missing 
about  half  of  the  text  and  nature  print.  This  appears  to  be  the 
result  of  an  initially  weak  printing,  as  there  are  no  indica¬ 
tions  of  damage.  (250-up)

ENCASED  POSTAGE 


United  States  Encased  Postage  Stamps  came  into  being  as  a 
“Money  of  Necessity"  at  the  same  time  and  for  the  same  reasons 
as  Fractional  Currency.  For  several  years  there  had  been  a  short¬ 
age  of  small  change.  This  condition  was  at  its  worst  in  the  spring 
and  summer  of  1862.  It  had  become  nearly  impossible  for  mer¬ 
chants  (and  the  public)  to  get  along  without  being  able  to  make 
change.  Private  scrip,  bank  and  merchant  scrip,  small  private 
copper  tokens,  and  postage  stamps  (both  loose  and  in  pre-print- 
ed  envelopes)  were  all  being  pressed  into  service. 

The  inventor  of  Encased  Postage.  John  Gault  ot  Boston 
(later,  with  Kirkpatrick,  of  New  York  City)  cleverly  solved  the 
problem  of  quick  disintegration  of  stamps  in  circulation  by 
encasing  them  in  a  metal  case  with  a  mica  "window"  so  the 
stamp  was  visible.  His  profit  was  made  by  selling  advertising  on 
the  back  of  the  case  to  various  merchants. 

John  Gault  obtained  a  patent  on  Encased  Postage  Stamps  on 
Aug.  12.  1862.  Most,  if  not  all  of  the  Encased  Postage  was  pro¬ 
duced  from  this  patent  date  until  early  1863  when  Postage 
Currency  (First  Issue  Fractional  Currency)  was  beginning  to  fill 
the  small  change  gap  (Postage  Currency  was  first  printed  in 
August  of  1862  and  most  likely  was  placed  into  circulation  at 
once,  or  for  sure  by  early  September,  but  it  was  several  months 
before  it  began  to  circulate  freely).  Mr.  Gault  was  also  hard 
pressed  to  obtain  stamps,  because  after  the  July  and  August  rush 
on  post  offices  (to  obtain  stamps  to  replace  the  hoarded  coins)  the 
post  office  department  cut  off  supplies  of  stamps  for  all  but 
postage  use. 

Most  major  collections  of  Fractional  Currency  have  had 
several  pieces  of  Encased  Postage  in  them  as  association  items; 
and.  needless  to  say,  a  collection  of  Encased  Postage  stands  well 
in  its  own  right. 

The  average  collectable  condition  for  Encased  Postage  is 
very  fine  with  an  exceptional  piece  being  extra  fine  to  about  new. 
A  fully  new  piece  of  Encased  Postage  is  a  major  rarity  even  for 
the  most  common  issues,  and  most  varieties  are  unknown  in  even 
about  new  condition.

Dear  Sir: 


Allow  me  to  present  you  with  a  copy  of  my  late  work  on  Bank  Note  Engraving 
which  will  explain  the  cause  of  the  vast  amount  of  counterfeiting  in  this  country. 

This  is  the  first  publication  on  this  subject,  and  it  is  daily  growing  more  and  more 
important  to  every  person  in  the  community.  1  beg  permission  to  call  on  you.  at 
some  future  time,  when  my  plans  for  constructing  bank  notes  to  prevent  torgery  are 
l  mature,  that  I  may  have  an  opportunity  of  convincing  you  of  the  utter  insecurity  of 
our  present  paper  money,  and  the  necessity  of  Legislative  action  on  the  subject.  At 
present  I  w  ill  only  ask  your  attention  to  the  important  requisites  of  a  Bank  Note 
which  constitutes  its  value  -  there  are  but  two  -  first  that  the  Bank  he  good  -  second 
that  the  note  be  genuine.  The  people  loose  (sic)  more  by  counterfeiting  money  than 
by  broken  banks.  It  is  therefore  of  as  much  importance  to  the  poor  people  to  have 
I  the  note  genuine  as  it  is  to  have  the  Bank  good.  It  is  my  object  and  aim  to  instruct 
the  people  in  the  art  of  Bank  Note  Engraving  to  the  end  that  our  General  Banking 
Law's  may  be  amended,  so  that  they  should  define  no  less  particularly  the  manner  in 
which  a  note  must  be  engraved  than  the  manner  in  which  the  bank  must  be  orga¬ 
nized. 

Many  of  the  counterfeit  bills  in  circulation  are  absolutely  the  work  of  the  original 
engravers.  Counterfeiters  obtain  their  w  ork  in  spite  of  their  utmost  eltorts  to  prevent  it.  This  is  all  owing  to  the  patch  work  system  ot  constructing  the  note 
and  the  use  of  dies  in  the  engraving  of  plates. 

My  plan  is  to  have  a  Bank  Note  one  design  or  picture,  with  all  the  lettering  interwoven  in  it.  The  whole  to  be  engraved  on  the  plate  by  the  hand  of  the  artist 
with  out  the  use  of  dies.  A  counterfeiter  then  would  be  obliged  to  do  the  work  himself  in  stead  of  employing  others  who  do  not  know  tor  w  hat  purpose  their 
work  is  to  be  used.  On  turning  to  page  52  you  will  learn  how  a  counterfeit  plate  of  a  five  hundred  dollar  Treasury  note  was  engraved  for  a  counterfeiter  by 
the  very  engraver  who  executed  the  original  plates!  Such  things  have  frequently  occurred  -  the  matter  is  seriously  alarming  to  every  business  man.
